WASHINGTON, March 4. 

RESIDENT HARDING in 
Pi: inaugural address sent 

in advance to newspapers 
referred to international ques- 
tions as follows: 

“Confident of our ability to 
work out our own destiny and 
jealously guarding our right to 
do s0, we seek no part in-di- 
recting the destinies of the Old 
World. We do not mean to be 
entangled. We will accept no 
responsibility except as our own 
conscience and judgment in each 
instance may determine. 

“Our eyes never will be blind- 
ed to a developing menace, our 
ears never deaf to the cali of 
civilization. We recognize the 
new order in the world, with the 
closer contacts which progress 
has wrought. We sense the feel- 
ing of the human heart for fel- 
lowship, fraternity and co-oper- 
ation. We crave friendship and 
harbor no hate. But America, 
our America, the America build- 
ed on the foundation laid by 
the Unspired fathers, can be a 
party to no permanent military 
alliance It can enter into no 
political commitments, nor as- 
sume any economic obligations 
or subject our decisions to any 
other than our own authority. 

“IT am sure our own people 
will not misunderstand, nor will 
the world misconstrue.

Mr. Harding took the 
oath’at 1:18 p. m. and Mr. Coolidge at 12:21 p. m, On the advice 


of his physician, the retiring President, Woodrow’ Wilson, did not 
attend the ceremonies.on the east portico of the Capitol. 


Breaking a precedent which has stood since the days of 
| Washington and Jefferson, President Harding appeared at an ex- 
ecutive session of the Senate after delivering his inaugural ad- 
dress to present nominations of his Cabinet officers. Within less 
than 10 minutes after he had finished an address to the Senate 
lasting five minutes, the Senate had confirmed all 10 nominations. 

The new President submitted no other nominations besides 
his Cabinet officers, and in presenting those to the Senate said he 


desired to ‘‘maintain close and amicable relations’’ with the legis- 
lative body during his administration, and had, therefore, present- 


ed the nominations 1n person. 

Mr. Harding submitted the nom-:- 
nations orally, reading the names 
one by one from the list he held in

“J am eure our people will not 
misunderstand nor will the world 
misconstrue,” raid the new Presi-| 
dent. “We have no thought to im- 
pede the paths to closer relationship. 
We wish to promote understanding. 
We want to do our part to make of- 
fensive warfare so hateful! that Gov- 
ernments and people who resort to 
it must prove the righteousness of 
their cause or stand as outlaws be- 
fore the bar of civilization.” 

Then speaking of his determina- 
tion to enter no “entangling alli- , 
ances,”" Mr. Harding declared: 

“This ie not selfishness; it is sanc- | 
tity.

OLLOWING is the text of 
Fine inaugural address of 
Vice President Coolidge: 
“Five generations ago there 
was revealed to the people of 
this nation a new relationship 
between man and man, which 
they declared and proclaimed in 
the American Constitution. 
“Therein they recognized a 
Legislature empowered to ex- 
press the will of the people in 
law, a judiciary required to de- 
termine and state such law, and 
an executive charged with s8e- 
curing obedience to the law, all 
holding their office not by rea- 
son of some superior force, but 
through the duly determined 
conscience of their countrymen. 
“To the House, close to the 
heart of the nation, renewing its 
whole membership by frequent 
elections, representing directly 
the people, reflecting their com- 
mon purpose, has been granted 
a full measure of the power of 
legislation and exclusive author- 
ity to originate taxation. 


“To the Senate, renewing its 
membership by degrees, repre- 
senting in part the sovereign 
states, has been granted not 
only a full measure of the power 
of legislation, but, if possible, 
far more important functions. 
To it is entrusted the duty of 
review, that to negotiation there 
may be added ratification and to 
appointment approval. But its 
greatest function of all, too lit- 
tle understood, whether exer- 
cised in legislating or reviewing,

is the preservation of liberty. 
Not merely the rights of the ma- 
jority, they little need protection, 
but the rights of the minority, 
from whatever source they may 
be assailed.

and without fear, unmoved by 
clamor, but most sensitive to 
the right, the stronghold of gov- 
ernment, according to’ law, that 
the vision of past generations 
may be more and more the real- 
ity of generations yet to come.”

President Harding’s inaugural 
address was as follows: 

“My countrymen, when one 
surveys the world about him aft- 
er the great storm, noting the 
marks of destruction and yet 
rejoicing in the ruggedness of 
the things which withstood it, 
if he is an American he breathes 
the clarified atmosphere with a 
strange mingling of regret and 
new hope. We have seen world 
passion spend its fury, but we 
contemplate our republic un- 
shaken and hold our civilization 
secure. Liberty—liberty within 
the law—and civilization are 
inseparable, and though both 
were threatened) we find that 
now secure, and there comes to 
Americans the profound assur- 
ance that our representative 
government ig the highest ex- 
pression and surest guaranty of 
both. 

“Standing In this presence, 
mindful of the solemnity of this 
occasion, feeling the emotions 
which no one may know until 
he senses the great weight of re- 
sponsibility for himself, I must 
utter my hellef in the divine in- 
spiration of the founding  fa- 
thers. Surely there must have 
been God's intent in the making 
of tifis new world republic. Ours 
is an organic law which had but 
one ambiguity, and we saw that 
effaced in a baptism of sacrifice 
and blood, with union main- 
tained, the nation supreme and 
its concord inspiring. We-have 
seen the world-rivet its hopeful 
gaze on the great truths on 
which the founders wrought. 
We have seen civil, human and 
religious liberty verified and 
glorified. In the beginning, the 
Old World scoffed at our ex- 
periment, today our foundations 
of political and 
Stand unshaken, a precious in- 
heritance to ourselves, an in- 
spiring example of freedom and 
civilization to all mankind. Let 
us express renewed and 
strengthened devotion, in grate- 
ful reverence for the immortal] 
beginning, and utter our confi- 
dence in the supreme fulfillment. 

“Not to Be Entangled.” 

“The recorded progress of our 
republic, materially and spir- 
itually in {itself proves the wis- 
dom of the inherited policy of 
non-involvment in old world af- 
fairs. Confident of our ability 
to work out our own destiny 
and jealously guarding our right 
to do so, we seek no part in di- 
recting the destinies of the old 
world. We do not mean to be 
entangled. We will accept no 
responsibility except as our own 
conscience and judgment in 
each instance may determine. 

“Our eyes never will be blind- 
ed to a developing menace, our 
ears never deaf to the call of 
civilization. We recognize the 
new order in the world, with the 
closer contacts which progress 
has wrought. We sense the feel- 
ing of the human heart for fel- 
lowship, fraternity and co-oper- 
ation. We crave friendship and 
harbor no hate. But America, 
our America, the America build- 
ed on the foundation laid by the 
inspired fathers, can be a party 
to no permanent military alli- 
ance. It can enter into no po- 
litical committments, nor as- 
sume any economic obligations 
or subject our decisions to any 
other than our own authority. 

“IT am sure our own people 
will not misunderstand, nor will 
the world misconstrue. We have 
no thought to impede the paths 
to closer relationship. We wish 
to promote understanding. We 
want to do our part in making 
offensive warfare so hateful that 
governments and peoples who 
resdrt to it must prove the right- 
eousness of their cause or stand 
as outlaws. before the bar of 
civilization. 

Association for counsel: 

“Weare ready to associate 
ourselves with the nations of 
the world, great and small, for 
conference, for counsel, to seek 
the expressed views of world 
opinion, to recommend a way to 
approximate disarmament and 
relieve the crushing burdens of 
military and naval estabiish- 
ments. We elect to participate 
in suggesting plans for media- 
tion, conciliation and artitra- 


social belief — 


tion, and would gladly join in 


that expressed conscience of 
progress which seeks to clarify 
and write the laws of interna- 
tional relationship, and estab- 
lish a world court for the dis- 
position of such  Jjusticiable 
questions as nations are agreed 
to submit thereto; in express- 
ing aspirations, in seeking prac- 
tical plans, in translating hu- 
manity’s new concept of right- 
eousness, justice and its hatred 
of war into recommended ac- 
tion we are ready most heartily 
to unite, but every commitment 
must be made in the exercise of 
our national sovereignty. 

“Since freedom impelled and 
independence inspired and na- 
tionality exalted, a world super- 
government is contrary to e6v- 
erything we cherish, and can 
have no sanction by our Repub- 
lic. This is not selfishness. It 
is sanctity. It is not aloofness; 
it is security. It is not sus- 
picion of others; it is patriotic 
adherence to the things which 
made us what We are, 

“Today, better than ever be- 
fore, we know the aspirations 
of human kind and share them. 
We have come toa new realiza- 
tion of our place in the world 
and a new appraisal of our na- 
tion by the world. The unself- 
ishness of these United States 
is a thing proven; our devotion 
to peace for ourselves and for 
the world is well established; 
our concern for preserved civ- 
ilization has had its impas- 
sioned and heroic exp ssion. 
There was no American failure 
to resist the attempted rever- 
sion of civilization; there will 
be no faiTure today or tomor- 
row. 

“Turned to Refercndum.” 

“The success of our popular 
government rests wholly upon 
the correct interpretation of the 
deliberate, intelligent, depend- 
able popular will of America. In 
deliberate questioning of a sug- 
gested change of. national policy 
where internationality was to 
supersede nationality, we turned 
to a referendum to the American 
people. There was ample discus- 
sion and there is a public man- 
date in manifest understanding. 

“America is ready to _encour- 
age, eager to initiate, anxiousto 
participate in any seemly pro- 
gram likely to lessen the prppa- 
bility’: of war and promote that 
brotherhood of mankind which 
must be God's highest concep- 
tion of human relationship. Be- 
cause we cherish ideals of jus- 
tice and peace, because we ap- 
preciate international comity and 
helpful relations no less highly 
than any people of the world, 
we aspire to a high place in the 
moral leadership of civilf&ation 
and we held a maintained Amer- 
ica, the proven republic, the un- 
shaken temple of representative 
democracy, to be not only an in- 
Spiration and example, but the 
highest agency of strengthen- 
ing good wil! and promoting ac- 
cord on both continents. 

“Mankind needs a world-wide 
benediction of understading. It 
is needed among individuals, 
among peoples, among govern- 
ments, and it will inaugurate an 
era of good felling to mark the 
birth of a new order. In such 
understanding men will strive 
confidently for the promotion of 
their better relationships and na- 
tions will promote the comities 
so essential to peace. 

“We must understand that ties 
of trade bind nations in closest 
intimacy and none may receive 
except as he gives. We have not 
strengthened ours in accordance 
with our resources or our genius, 
notably on our own continent, 
where a galaxy of republics re- 
flect the glory of nev world 
democracy, but in the new order 
of finan¢e and trade we mean to 
promote, enlarge activities and 
seek expanded confidence. 

Contribution by Example. 

“Perhaps we can make no 
more helpful contribution by ex- 
ample than prove a republic's 
capacity to emerge from the 
wreckage of war. While the 
world’s embittered travail did 
not leave us devastated lands 
no desolated cities, left no gap- 
ing wounds, no breast with hate, 
it did involve us in the delirium 
of expenditure, in expanded cur- 
rency and credits, in unbalanced 
industry. unspeakable waste and 
disturbed relationships. While it 
uncovered our portion ot hateful 
selfishness at home, it diso re- 
vealed the heart of America as 
sound and fearless, and beating 
in confidence unfailing. 


“Amid it all we have riveted 
the gaze of all civilézation to the 
unselfishness and the righteous- 
ness of representative democ- 
racy, where our freedom never 
has made offensive warfare, 
never has sought territorial ag- 
grandizement through force, 
never has turned to the arbitra- 
ment of arms until reason had 
been exhausted. When the goyv- 
ernments of earth shall have es- 
tablished a freedom like our 
own and shall have sanctioned 
the pursuits of peace as we have 
practiced it, I believe the last 
sorrow and the final sacrifice of 
international warfare will have 
been written. 

“Our supreme task is the re- 
sumption of our onward normal 
way. Reconstruction, readjust- 
ment, restoration—all these 
must follow. I would like to 
have them. If it will lighten the 
spirit and add to the resolution 
with which we take up the task, 
let mg repeat, for our nation, we 
will give no people just cause to 
make war upon us. We hold no 
national prejudice, we entertain 
no spirit of revenge, we do not 
hate, we do not covet, we dream 
of no conquest, mor boast of 
armed prowess. 

“Tf, despite this attitude, war 
is again forced upon us, I earn- 
estly hope a way may be found 


which will unify our individual © 


and collective strength and con- 
secrate all America, materially 
and spiritually body and soul, to 
national defense. I can vision 
the ideal republic, where every 
man and woman is called under 
the flag for assignment to duty, 
for whatever service, military or 
civic, the individual is best fitted, 
where we m call to universal 
service everygplant, agency or 
facility, all i he sublime sacri- 
fice for couggry and not one 
penny of waf profit shall enure 
to the benefit of private individ- 
ual, corporation or combination, 
but all above the normal shall 


flow into the defense chest of | 


the nation There is something 
inherently wrong, something out 
of accord with the ideals of rep- 
resentative democracy when oneé 
portion of our citizenship turns 
its es to private gain amid 
defensive war while another is 
fighting, sacrificing or dying for 
national preservation. 

Unity of Spirit and Purpose. 

“Out of such untversal service 
will come a new unity of spirit 
and purpose, a new confidence 
and consecration which would 
make our defense impregnable, 
our triumph assured. Then we 
should have little gr no disor- 
ganization of our P AB xan in- 
dustrial and commercial systems 
at home, no staggering war 
debts, no swollen fortunes [to 
flout the sacrifices of our sol- 
diers, no excuse for sedition, no 
pitiable slackerism, no outrages 
of treason. Envy and jealousy 
would have no soi! for their me- 
nacing development and revolu- 
tion would be without the pas- 
sion which engenders it. 

“A regret for the mistakes of 
yesterday mtfst not, however, 
blind us to the tasks of today. 
War never left such an after- 
math. There has been stagger 
ing loss of life, and measureless 
wastage of materials. Nations 
are still groping for return to 
stable ways. Discouraging in- 
debtedness confronts us like all 
the war-torn nations, and these 
obligations must be provided. 
for. No civilization can survive 
repudiation. 

‘Wecan reduce the abnormal 
expenditures and. we will We 
can strike at war taxation and 
we must. We must face the grim 
necessity with full knowledge 
that the task is to be solved, and 
we must proceed with a full 
realization that no statute en- 
acted by man can.repeal the in 
exorable laws of nature. Our 
most dangerous tendency !s to 
expect too much of government 
and at the same time do for it 
too little. 

“We contemplate the !mmed!i- 
ate task of putting our public 
household in order. We need 
a rigid and yet sane economy, 
combined with fiscal justice and 
it must be attended by individ- 
val prudence and thrift which 
are so essential to this trying 
hour and reassuring for the fu- 
ture. 

Reflection of War's Reaction. 

“The business world reflects 
the disturbance of war's reac- 
tien. Herein flows the lifeblood 
of material existence. The eco- 


nomic mechanism {is intricate 
afd its parts interdependent 
and has suffered the shocks and 
jars incident to abnormal de- 
mands, credit inflations and 
price upheavals. The normal 
balances have been impaired, the 
channels of distribution have 
been clogged, the relations of la- 
bor and management have been 
strained. We must seek the re- 
adjustment with care and cour- 
age. Our people must .give and 
take. Prices must réflect the 
receding fever of war activities. 
Perhaps we never’ shall know 
the old level of wage again, be- 
cause war invariably readjusts 
compensations and the neceassa- 
ries of life will show their insep- 
arable relationship, but we must 
strive for normalcy to reach sta- 
bility. All the penalties will not 
be light nor evenly distributed. 

“There is no way of making 
them so. There is no instant step 
from disorder te order. We must 
face a condition of grim reality, 
charge off our losses and start 
afresh. It is the oldest lesson of 
civilization. I would like Gov- 
ernment to do all it can to miti- 
gate them. In understanding, 
in mutuality of interest, tn con- 
cern for the common good our 
tasks will be solved. 

“No altered system will work 
amiracie. Any wild experiment 
will only add to the confusion. 
Our best assurance Mes in effi- 
clent administration of our 
proven system. 

“The forward course of the 
business cycle is unmistakable. 
Peoples are turning from  4deé- 
struction to production. Indus- 
try has sensed the changed or- 
der and our own people are 
turning to resume their normal 
onward way. The call is for 
productive America to go on, I 
know that Congress and the ad- 
ministration will favor every 
wise Government policy to aid 
the resumption and encourage 
continued progress. 

Would Lighten Tax Burdens. 

“IT speak for administrative 
efficiency, for lightened tax bur- 
dens, for soynd commercial 
practices, for adequate’ credit 
facilities, for sympathetic con 
cern for all agricultural prob- 
lems, for the omission of unnéc- 
essary power om of Govern 
ment with business, for an end 
to Government experiment in 
business and for more efficient 
business in Government admin- 
istration. With all of this must 
attend a mindfulness of the hu- 
man side of all activities, so 
thet social, industrial and eco- 
nomio fustice will be squared 
with the purposes of a right 
eous people. - 

“With the nation-wide induo- 
tion of womanhood {nto our po- 
lttical life, we may oount upon 
her intuitions, her refinement, 
her intelligence and her influ- 
ence ’to exalt the social order. 
We count upon her exercise of 
full privileges and the perform- 
ance of the duties of citizenship 
to speed the attainment of the 
highest state. 

“T wish for an America no 
less alert in guarding against 
Aangers from within than [it is 
watchful against enemies from 
without. Our fundamental law 
recognizes* no class, no group, 
no section. There must be none 
in legislation or administration 
The supreme inspiration is the 
common weal. Humanity hun- 
gers for international peace and 
we crave it with all mankind. 
My most fervent prayer for 
America is for industrial peace, 
with its rewards, widely and 
generally distributed amid the 
inspirations of equal opportuni 
ty 
“No one justly may denv the 
equality of opportunity which 
made us what we are. We have 
mistaken unpreparedness to em 
t, to be a challenge of the 
concern for

“It has been proved again and 
again that we cannot, while 
throwing our markets open to 
the world, maintain American 
standards of living and oppor- 
tunity and hold our industrial 
eminence in such “inequal, com- 
petition. There is a luring fal- 
lacy in the theory of banished 
barriers of trade, but preserved 
American standards require our 
higher production costs to be 
reflected in our tariffs on im- 
ports. 
when peoples are sedking trade, 
restoration and expansion, we 
must adjust our tariffs to the 
new order. We seek participa- 
tion in the world’s exchanges, 
because therein lies our way to 
widened influence and the tri- 
umphs of peace. We know full 
well we cannot sell where we 
do not buy and we cannot sell 
successfully where we do not 
carry. 

“Opportunity fs calling, not 
alone for the restoration, but for 
a new era in production, trans- 
portation and trade. We shall 
answer it best by meeting the

MRS, HARDING FINDS WHITE 
HOUSE SERVANT PROBLEM SOLVE 


Cooks,  Chambermaids, 
| Women and Pantrymen, 20 in All, 

Provided by the Government. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Mrs. 
Warren G. Harding found her serv- 
ant problem solved for her when she 
became mistress of the White House 
today 

Cooks, chambermaids, laundry- 
women, butler and pantrymen—20 in 
all—are provided by the Govern- 
ment at a cost of $30,000 a year, and 
there is a housekeeper who has beery 
in charge of the servants since the 
&dministration of former President 
Taft. Previous to that time a stew- 
ard was in charger 

Only the expense of the persona! 
servants which a new President @nd 
his wife may choose to have accom- 
pany them to the White House, is 
borne by the chief executive. Mra. 
Harding has retained the services 
of Inez McWhorter, her cook, and a 
chauffeur, but she found at the 
White House feaur cooks retained by 
the Government and four chauffeurs. 

The matter of supplying the White 
House table may not prove as sim- 
ple, for all food purchased, whether 
for the private table or for State 
functions must be pald out of the 
pocket of the chief executive. Ca- 
terers to the White House usually 
are selected by the housekeeper un- 
less the “first lady of the land” de 
sires to follow particular prefer- 
ences which may previously have

REAFFIRMING THE GUARANTEES. 

The lawless conduct of Federal prohibition ¢nforce- ' 
ment agents in invading private homes and making 
searches and stizures without warrants has received 
a timely and, let us hope, effective, check from the 
Court in a South Carolina “moonshine” 
whisky case. The court.not only sets aside the con- 
viction of the “moonshiner,” but it restores to him 
his contraband liquor. 

While the full text of this decision is not yet ava!)- 
able, its far-reaching effect may be inferred from the 
facts stated. It appears not only to follow the lead- 
ing case of Boyd vs. U. S., decided in 1886, in for- 


bidding compulsory self-incrimination as contrary to 


the fifth amendment, but to go far beyond that case in 


giving protection even to contraband goods against 


unlawful search and discovery. The Boyd case in- 


| volved the legality of a court order compelling the 


production of the books and papers in an alleged 
smuggling operation. Justice Bradley, delivering 
the opinion of the court, held the law unconstitutional! 
and the court order void. as in violation of the fourth 
and fifth amendments, saying: 
It is our opinion, therefor:

lieh a criminal charge againet him. or to for- 
feit his property. is within the scope of the 
fourth amendment to the Constitution. in. a!! 
cases in which a search and seizure would be 
because it ts a material in@redient. and effects

Justice Bradley made the distinction that stolen 
goods or goods forfeited for a breach of law or con- 
cealed to avoid duties payable on them, were not 
under the same protection as innocent goods and 
might be seized.

Washington, too, held him in the same warm re- 
gard. His long serviee in the House, capped by elec- 
tion to the speakership, which he administered with 
fairness and camaraderie, had accumulated a treasure- 
trove of personal frienuships. And if in the partisan 
battling he was ever a doughty warrior, his blows 
were struck with such a breezy hyperbole, with such 
boisterous color and humor as to exclude every taint 
of malice. Indeed, his depiction of the other side's 
enormities was done so gayly that “even the ranks 
of Tuscany could scarce forbear to cheer.” A proof 
of his popularity was evidenced in the capital specu- 
lation of the last few weeks that a place was to be 
found by the Harding administration which would 
keep Champ Clark in Washington. 

A long life full of honors, a career of personal emi- 
nence and acclaim, has been Champ Clark’s 71 years. 
‘et some of the qualities that endeared him to his 
associates militated against his rating in statesman- 
ship. The man of the early 40s who would “burn 
down all the customs houses,” at 60-odd offhandedly 
prophesied and recommended the ultimate “annexa- 
tion of Canada.” Critical tabulation might foot up 
a rather formidable total of indiscretions. It was this 
impulsiveness which made the thoughtful estimate 
him with reservations. 

Whatever the accounting, history will accord Champ 
Clark the unique distinction of having come nearer 
to the presidency without getting it than any other 
man in our annals. His experience at Baltimore in 
1912, where the convention, after giving him a clear 
majority for the nomination on nine consecutive bal- 
lots, chose another candidate, was a disappointment to 
Champ Clark from which, it may be surmised, he 
never wholly recovered. Be that as it may, from the 
Baltimore convention Champ Clark emerged a na- 
tional figure. A nation that has since read his reco!- 
lections, laughed at his drolleries, admired his ski1! 
and scholarship as a historian, will today mourn his 
passing.

The bill was vetoed late yesterday 
by President Wilson in @ message 
which declared that “this i no time 
for the erection here of high-trade 
barriers,”. and that the measure 
“would not furnish itn any substan- 
tial degree the relief sought by the 
producers of most of the staple com- 
modities which it covers.” 

Text of President's Veto. 

The text of President Wliison's véte 
of the tariff bill follows:
